A recent CBS News poll found that nearly 
80 percent of Americans know someone who is gay or 
lesbian, a percentage that has increased by 35 percentage 
points since 1992.

Wanna break up? 
Facebook can help 

There’s an old song called “Breaking Up Is Hard To Do,” written long 
before there was such a thing as social networking. 

Now it’s pretty easy We’ve been breaking up via text message for 
most of this century, and nowadays, at least according to a recent 
survey we’re breaking up more often via social media— specifically 
Facebook. 

SNAP Interactive is the company behind the iPhone dating app 
'Are You Interested?” and in a survey of 1,000 users — 70 percent of 
whom were male and 30 percent female— the trend indicates more of 
us are turning to Facebook to break the bad news. 

Some findings: 

» Nearly 25 percent of respondents learned their relationship was over 
by seeing it on Facebook first. Ouch. 

» Nearly 21 percent said they would break up with someone through

The latest fad diet isn’t complicated. 

You can buy the meals, premade, at any grocery store— or gas station, 
for that matter— for about a buck. The food’s portable, doesn’t need 
cooking and rarely has preservatives or artificial ingredients. The only 
catch? You’re chowing down on baby food. 

There’s no official plan for the so-called “baby food diet” and a spokes- 
woman for the trainer who reportedly developed the meal plan wouldn’t 
explain what it entails. But consensus from descriptions on diet websites 
seems to be that the baby food diet would include io to 14 jars of kiddie 
cuisine and one adult meal per day— all in the service of dropping extra 
pounds. 


“It’s definitely a fad right now,” says 
Andrea N. Giancoli, a registered dieti- 
tian and spokeswoman for the Ameri- 
can Dietetic Association. “It’s been 
popping up the last few months,” she 
adds, especially after news reports sur- 
faced of Jennifer Aniston, Gwyneth 
Paltrow and Reese Witherspoon going 
pureed to lose weight. “That’s what sort 
of locks people in or gains their inter- 
est, when we hear about a celebrity do- 
ing that diet.” 

Aniston has denied eating baby food, 
saying she prefers adult fare. And a 
spokeswoman for Tracy Anderson, the 
trainer who developed the plan, told Re- 
dEye it has been incorrectly described 
and is actually a “cleanse” of pureed 
food, though she wouldn’t say exactly 
what the cleanse is. 

But a lack of hard-and-fast rules hasn’t 
kept the baby food diet off the Internet 
or out of conversations. 

Following the meal plan could lead 
to weight loss, dietitians say, as long as 
the dieter aims for 1,200 to 1,400 total 
calories a day and incorporates enough 
different types of food. The dieter also 
needs a balanced menu of fruits, veggies, 
carbohydrates and protein, both in baby 
food form and the adult meal, according 


to nutritionists. 

“There is no magic here,” says Dawn 
Jackson Blatner, registered dietitian and 
author of “The Flexitarian Diet,” adding 
that “the baby food works because it’s 
low in calories and [includes] portion 
control.” 

It may not be dangerous— and might 
work— but most people react with out- 
right shock when they hear of the diet. 

“I think it’s silly,” said Phil Melcher, 
32, of southwest suburban Mokena. “I 
cannot believe people are this gullible.” 

Kim Dale, 37, of Andersonville, said 
she even tries to avoid feeding baby 
food to her 14-month-old son, A.J., 
and wouldn’t dream of it for her- 
self 

“Most of it seems weird to 
me, meat that no longer looks 
like meat and doesn’t seem to 
use preservatives,” she said. 

“I just sort of like food to be 
recognizable.” 

In addition to its aes- 
thetic issues, experts cau- 
tion that baby food is bland 
(often lacking even salt in 
its ingredients), and some 
research shows pureed food 
can make you feel less full.

Experts add the baby food diet 
isn’t a good long-term choice be- 
cause of the lack of filling choices 
and the limited, bland meals. They 
say a couple of days on the diet 
would be more reasonable. Replac- 
ing one meal a day or supplement- 
ing a good diet with baby food 
snacks would be even better, dieti- 
tians say It would certainly be more 
filling and can replace fatty or ca- 
loric be tween-meal snacks. 

“It’s never going to replace a bal- 
anced lifestyle,” says Giancoli, who 
returns to the tried-and-true refrain 
of diet and exercise. “It’s not sexy, 


but that’s what’s going to work.” 

That’s something Victoria Oliva- 
res knows all too well. 

The Wrigleyville resident went 
on a baby food diet for about three 
days earlier this year to drop a few 
pounds before a vacation. She said 
she was wandering through the gro- 
cery store one day and just stumbled 
on the baby food aisle. Saying her 
stint on the diet was “born out of my 
being lazy” she decided the premade 
dishes would be good low-calorie 
and low-carb meal replacements. 

“It works, but I was hungry” said 
Olivares, 29, who turned to baby 
food as a quick, premade way to 
limit her carbs and control her por- 
tions. But she got so hungry she 
almost immediately supplemented 
with adult meals. 

Baby food is “definitely meant for 
infants,” she said, ggarvey@tribune.com

At least 17 shot 
over weekend 

Chicago Tribune 

A father of three who got out of his car af- 
ter a minor car crash not far from his home 
in the Heart of Chicago neighborhood 
was shot and killed early Saturday becom- 
ing one of at least 17 people shot over the 
weekend, police said. 

One weekend earlier, more than 50 
people were shot during a spate of violence 
that left at least eight dead. This weekend, 
as of early Sunday evening, three shootings 
were fatal. 

Ray Ressler, 26, and a friend got out of 
their car in the 2100 block of South Wood 
Street at about 4 a.m. Saturday following 
an accident. They were approached by a 
person who opened fire, shooting both 
men multiple times, police said. The other 
man was taken to Stroger Hospital, where 
he was in critical condition, police said. 

Other shootings spanned the city from 
Austin and West Garfield Park on the West 
Side to Hermosa on the Northwest Side, 
and South Chicago, Back of the Yards and 
Englewood on the South Side. 

Detectives are investigating all of 
the shootings, but according to a police 
spokesman, no one was in custody as of late 
Sunday afternoon.

Teens and 20-somethings often unaware of HIV status

It’s supposed to be this simple: A teenager 
goes in for an annual physical, and at some 
point the doctor says: “HIV testing is a 
routine part of the exam. Would you rather 
not be tested?” 

But almost four years after federal offi- 
cials urged that routine HIV testing begin 
at age 13, unless the patient declines, ex- 
perts say many health care providers who 
treat teenagers have not adopted the rec- 
ommendations. 

“Most clinicians are not aware of the 
guidelines and they’re not being imple- 
mented,” said Dr. Jaime Martinez, associ- 
ate professor of pediatrics at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois at Chicago. 

Meanwhile, Americans ages 13 to 29 
represent more new HIV infections than 
any other age group, making up 34 percent 
of new infections documented by the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 


tion in 2006. 

In Chicago, newly diagnosed infections 
in adolescents and young adults ages 15 to 
24 increased by 42 percent from 2002 to 
2006, a time period when new infections 
fell or stayed constant in other age groups, 
according to the Chicago Department of 
Public Health. 

Yet about 48 percent of adolescents 
infected with HIV are unaware of it, the 
CDC estimates, compared with 21 percent 
of all HIV-infected Americans. 

Adolescents with HIV often become 
seriously ill before they are diagnosed, 
Martinez said, and those unaware of their 
infections are less likely to practice safe 
sex and more likely to transmit the infec- 
tion. 

“Youth are contracting it quicker and 
finding out older. By that time it’s a really 
bad health issue,” said Anthony Galloway 
of Test Positive Aware Network, a commu- 


nity health group in Edgewater. 

Such concerns led the CDC in 2006 
to urge all health care providers to offer 
patients ages 13 to 64 an HIV test on a 
routine basis. The agency previously had 
supported pretest counseling and consent 
arrangements, often in writing, while fo- 
cusing HIV testing efforts on high-risk 
populations. 

The American Academy of Pediatrics’ 
Committee on Pediatric AIDS is devel- 
oping a new policy statement, now under 
review, to inform and guide pediatricians 
about adolescent HIV testing. 

“The consensus among experts is that 
HIV testing be widely available for youth 
in agreement with the CDC recommen- 
dations,” said Dr. Patricia Flynn, chair- 
woman of the committee and a member 
of the Department of Infectious Diseases 
at St. Jude Children’s Research Hospital 
in Memphis.

Violence rattles G20 meeting

The latest clashes occurred as several 
hundred protesters marched on a tempo- 
rary detention center for demonstrators 
arrested in riots Saturday during which 
police used tear gas against the public for 
the first time in Canada’s most populous 
city. 

A police spokeswoman confirmed that 
officers on Sunday fired what are known as 
muzzle blasts, or “individual applications 
of tear gas” that are used typically against 
individuals at close range. 


World leaders put the finishing touches 
Sunday on plans to build a more stable 
global economy, but they backed away 
from one-size-fits-all pledges as two 
years of crisis give way to an uneven 
recovery. The Group of 20 rich and 
emerging economies wants to halve 
budget deficits by 2013 without stunt- 
ing growth, and clamp down on risky 
bank behavior without choking off 
lending.

Protesters, many dressed in black gear, 
smashed windows of downtown stores and 
banks and torched police cars in a protest 
that police finally brought under control 
with tear gas and mass arrests. 

“What we’re prepared for today is more 
of what we saw yesterday” a police spokes- 
man said. “We’d like to see demonstrations 
remain peaceful.” 


CIA director: 
Afghan war 
has 'serious 
problems’ 


□ Cl A Director Leon Panetta said Sun- 
day that the war in Afghanistan has 
“serious problems,” but the U.S.-led mis- 
sion is making progress. 

“It’s harder, it’s slower than I think any- 
one anticipated,” Panetta, the nation’s top 
intelligence officer, said in a rare media 
interview with the ABC program “This 
Week.” 

He cited governance problems, drug 
trafficking and the Taliban insurgency— all 
in a tribal society— as the major challenges 
to the goal of “making sure al-Qaida never 
finds another safe haven from which to at- 
tack this country” 

“Winning in Afghanistan is having a 
country that is stable enough to ensure 
that there is no safe haven for al-Qaida 
or for a militant Taliban that welcomes al- 
Qaida,” Panetta said.

LeBron to get The Kobe’ 


On July 6, 2004, John Paxson and Jerry Re- 
insdorf met with Kobe Bryant and his agent 
at a Newport Beach, Calif., hotel and nearly 
pulled off the unthinkable. 

They almost persuaded him to try to force 
a sign-and-trade from L.A., with Bryant even 
telling Bulls management he might make a 
free-agent visit to Chicago three days later. 

They also kept their surreptitious court- 
ship of the game’s best player quiet and out 
of the media for eight days, which Bryant 
said impressed him as much as the Bulls’ 
philosophy 

Paxson’s and Reinsdorf’s pitch centered 
on the organization’s no-nonsense approach 
under then-coach Scott Skiles, the city of 
Chicago, a young talent base and a chance for 
Bryant to follow in the footsteps of his idol, 
Michael Jordan. 

Fast-forward six years. 

Multiple tweets will circulate before the 
Bulls’ sit-down with LeBron James con- 



cludes later this week in Ohio. And various 
league executives’ and certified agents’ spec- 
ulation that James and either Chris Bosh or 
Joe Johnson definitely are signing with the 
Bulls will prevent this courtship from re- 
maining private. 

But coincidentally, management’s pitch to 
James will be eerily similar to that for Bryant 
six years ago. Change Skiles’ name to Tom 
Thibodeau. Substitute Derrick Rose and 
Joakim Noah for Ben Gordon and Andres 
Nocioni. 


The city and Jordan’s legacy remain the 
same. 

The fact the Bulls are coming off back-to- 
back playoff appearances with a dynamic All- 
Star in Rose and an energetic winner in Noah 
has emboldened management for its immi- 
nent pitch to James. The aggressive moves of 
Paxson and general manager Gar Forman’s to 
clear roughly $30 million of salary-cap space 
has the Bulls poised to appeal to the two- 
time reigning Most Valuable Player’s desire to 
chase championships. 

Adding James and another significant 
free agent would catapult the Bulls to East- 
ern Conference championship contenders. 
There’s no keeping that quiet. 

Meanwhile, the directly contrasting ru- 
mors reached a fever pitch Sunday Henry 
Thomas, Bosh’s Chicago-based agent, called 
one report claiming Bosh and James to the 
Bulls as a done deal “completely untrue” in an 
e-mail to nba.com.

The twist: Watermelon salad. "It’s a great way 
to use some different ingredients that embrace 
everything great about summer,” Taylor says. 
"When I cook at home, I don’t do complicated 
stuff. Everything [in this recipe] is very fresh, 
and it’s cold, so it can sit out.” 

Ingredients: 

1 cup edamame beans, shelled 

2 large ears of corn, kernels cut off cob 

3 cups fresh seeded watermelon, diced 

1/4 cup diced piquillo or bottled red pepper 
3 tablespoon walnut oil 
1 tablespoon cider vinegar 
Salt and freshly ground pepper 
1 1/2 tablespoons chives or scallions, sliced 
3 basil leaves, roughly torn 

Directions 

» Bring large pot of water to a boil and season 
generously. 

» In separate batches, blanch corn and edam- 
ame beans. Cook until just tender. Plunge into 
ice-cold water; drain on paper towels. 

» Toss cold corn, beans and pepper slices in 
bowl with watermelon. 

» In separate bowl, combine walnut oil, vinegar, 
salt and pepper. Whisk to combine. 

» Dress salad to taste; add chives or scallions 
and basil. Garnish with larger torn pieces of 
chive or more torn basil. 



Directions 

» Grind first five ingredients in spice 
grinder. Coat roast and wrap in plastic wrap. 
Refrigerate 8 hours, or overnight. 

» Prepare grill for indirect heat. 

» Sprinkle a handful of soaked wood over 
coals, or place in smoker box of gas grill. 
Place roast on grate over a drip pan. Cover 
grill; cook for 5-6 hours. Check hourly, main- 
tain medium heat (200-225 degrees). 

» Remove pork, place on roasting pan and 
cool 15 minutes. Slowly shred into bite-sized 
pieces using two forks. 

» Whisk together remaining ingredients. 
Pour sauce over pork and stir to coat.
